1 note with interest your reference in LINCOLN LORE #227 to 4incoln's residence 
19 miles west of Becatur. When a boy, in the 90's, Lafayette Whitley ownedndnd 
occupied the original “incoln homesite. My parents exchanged visits with the 
Whitleys. 1 was shown the spot which tradition said was the site of the Lincoln 
cabin, and Mr Whitley expressed the belief that there were walnut rails and posts 
on the place thzt Abe himself had cut. 


At the Sangamon crossing \ford) between the Senator thomas Moffett land and the 
Whitley (Lincoln) land was the "Ola lincoln Mill Dem." Many posts still protruded 
above the water, and tradition had it that Abe himself helped cut, hew and sink the 
posts. *his was common knowledgeaccording to the Old Timers. The river was swollen. 
i went in with the boys, but couldn t swim, The water being cold (July or August) 

I got cramps in my limbs and would have gone down in the midst of Abe's posts had 
not a farm-hand, Yohn Strickland, rescued mé@e. 


The Lincolns had the Ira Warnocks for neighborse ira Warnock, 1 believe, was 

Macon County's first sheriff. As 1 may have possibly written to you before, 
~ Robert Warnock (1ra*s son) stretched a clothes line and knocked Abe's hat off 
on the occasion of Abe's visit to spark one of his sisters, Robert, when quite 
an old man (65 or so) summered at our home where he tended a stallion. He was a 
great Horse Man and a typical story teller of the Old School - told his reminiscences 
and stories yesterday, todays tomorrow and forever. in later years (around 
1900 to possubly 191° or later) he made his home with his daughter, Mrs Fred Meyers, 
Blue Mound, +11. 


Mrs Myers could still be living at about 8U or 85, I saw Fred 2 years ago when 
back in the 014 Home Town (Blue Mound) e 


You should run over to Decatur some day and get mother to show you where Lincoln 
addressed en audience in 4 little natural ampitheatre "just back of the site of 
Tom Doak's old livery stable end feed barn. I cannot recall the name of the street 
now, as it was not a street when 4 was a boy. Mother resides at 1354 West Macon. 
The ampitheatre (two modest knolls) would make interesting matter in Picture and 
Frint.
